Eisenhower, 
first 
Republican 
piesident since 1933, is Man of 
the Year, according to an Asso­ 
ciated Press poll of editors. 
And Queen Elizabeth II, crown­ 
ed Britain’s 62nd 
sovereign 
in 
the most-seen coronation in his­ 
tory, is again 
Woman of 
the 
Year. 
The lovely 27-year-old monarch 
is a repeat winner in the annual 
Associated Press. She was Wom­ 
an of the Year in 1952, the year 
in which her father, King George 


VI, died and she was proclaimed 
queen. 
Only 7,500 persons could crowd 
into Westminster Abbey June 2 
for the coronation. But 
millions 
in England, on the conlinent and 
in the United States watched on 
television as 
the young queen 
assumed the 
five-pound 
crown 
amid ancient pomp and pagean­ 
try. 
Currently on a 
six-m o n t h s 
tour of her empire accompanied 
by her husband, the handsome 
32-year old Duke of Edinburgh, 


the Queen will return to London 
May 
15. 
Their 
two 
children, 
Prince 
Charles 
and 
Princess 
Anne, stayed behind. 
The popular ruler is the sixth 
woman to reign England undis­ 
puted and in her own right. 
News editors in the AP 
poll 
voted Eisenhower his title over­ 
whelmingly for the second suc­ 
cessive year. His nearest com­ 
petitor, Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy 
of Wisconsin, got less than a third 
as many votes. 
Leading Allied forces to victory 


in Europe, he was also high in 
the news rating. He won the title 
“ Man of W ar” in 1944 and topped 
military leaders in 1945. 
This year he moved into the 
White House in January. His po­ 
sition and policies have kept him 
steadily in the news ever since. 
Early in the year the wisecrack 
that Eisenhower's cabinet 
was 
composed of “ eight millionaires 
and a plum ber” was widely cur­ 
rent. Later the plumber, Martin 
P. Durkin, quit as secretary o* 
labor. 


His administration claims cred 
it for the Korean truce, for cur­ 
tailing government controls on 
business, simplifying c u s t o m s 
regulations, planning extension of 
social 
security, 
extending 
the 
battle against racial discrimina­ 
tion. simplifying government op­ 
erations for economy in govern­ 
ment and promoting a bipartisan 
international policy. 
In a drumfire of Democratic 
criticism, the headlines were not 
always favorable. He often wa* 
urged to repudiate “ mcearthy* 


ism.” The criticism was not Ie* 
bitter because many Americans 
were ardent backers of McCar­ 
thy's methods, as reflected hi his 
second place ranking by editors. 
He flew from a Big Three meet­ 
ing in Bermuda to make a plea 
for use of the atom for peaceful 
purposes in an address 
to the 
U. N. General Assembly in New 
York City, Dec. 8. 
He proposed that Russia and 
other atomic powers im m ediate­ 
ly create an international agency 
for peace. The speech was wide­ 


ly hailed in the capitals of the 
free world. Russia countered with 
a demand for disarmam ent 'irst. 
Repeat winners, a tie in the 
field of science and an interest­ 
ing development in the entertain­ 
ment balloting distinguished the 
1953 poll. 
John Foster Dules was 
first 
thosen the outstanding personal­ 
ity in foreign affairs in 1951 when 
he was working with the Demo­ 
cratic administration in the dip­ 
lomatic field. 
Now, two years later, as secre­ 


tary of state in the first Republi­ 
can administration in 20 years, 
Dulles is again awarded the hon­ 
or. 
A Republican, a church leader 
and an international lawyer, Dul­ 
les has been prominent in foreign 
affairs since 1945 when he helped 
set up the United Nations in San 
Francisco. 
Trailing Dulles in che balloting 
were Sir Winston Churchill. Brit­ 
ish prime minister, and Konrad

Chemists Hint 
'Cancer Test 
May Be Near 
BOSTON GPL-A possible lead to­ 
wards the development of a newr 
diagnostic test for cancer was re ­ 
ported today to the American Assn. 
for the Advancement of Science. 
Two university of Texas biochem­ 
ists declared that in experiments 
4, ith mice, they had found “ a new 
and possibly significant bio-chem- 
ical distinction between tumor tis­ 
sues and most normal tissues.” 
And, said 
researchers William 
Shive and Edwin M 
Lansford Jr. 
“ further consideration of this bio­ 
chemical distinction from the stan 
point of possible diagnostic appli­ 
cations may be w arranted.” 
They also declared the finding 
might aid 
toward 
better 
under­ 
f u n d in g of cancer itself. 
Their researches were concerned 
with studies of a chemical caled 
“ thymidine” which can be found 
in both norma and tumor tissue. 
The scientists developed a special 
technique for determining the dis­ 
tribution of this chemical in tissue. 
They found that the amount pre 
sent “ appeared significantly great­ 
er in several types of mouse tumor 
tissue tested than in a number of 
mouse, rat, and other ani­ 
mal tissues, with the exception of 
spleen and thym us.” 
Their studies of “ thymidine” con­ 
tent were made possible by the use 
of chemicals called “ antimetabo­ 
lites”—compounds which 
prevent 
or retard certain chemical chances 
which occur in living cells.

With the summer “rush” of fes­ 
tivals and conventions now his­ 
tory, James S. Recher and George

Gradually, how­ 
ever, as floats became more and 
more commercialized and the basic 
designs became more and more in­ 
tricate, the job of float making 
became too much for the amateur.

IT WAS at this point—some 23 
years ago—that Jim Recher en­ 
tered the picture. George, his part­ 
ner. has been at the job 16 years 
Ever wonder what it takes to 
make a parade float? Mostly, says 
Recher, it’s work. 
The base of the float is a frame 
on wheels. Covering the average 
float is 150 yards of paper-backed 
foil! 
Skirting the bottom edge is 
some IOO feet of traditional fringe. 
Underneath, someplace, is an elec­ 
tric generator if the parade is go­ 
ing to be at night, in order to 
provide the 3,000 watts needed for 
powering the lights to illuminate 
the glowing spectacle as it moves 
along the streets.

If the buyer has no idea of his 
own, then Recher and his assis­ 
tants draw up their own rough 
design. The final approved sketch 
then becomes the pattern for build­ 
ing the float.

floats on the spot all along the east 
coast with “the greatest of ease’’ 
thanks to a portable workshop. 
They have a big tractor-trailer 
truck rn which they carry nearly 
two dozen 
knocked-down

tires. When they move into a com­ 
munity a couple of weeks before 


a big parade they rent warehouse 
space where available. 
It is in 
these warehouses or other shel­ 
tered spots that the finished floats 
are assembled. 
Since competition is often very 
heavy, it is sometimes necessary 
to keep the assembly areas locked, 
closed to the eyes of competitors. 
Competition among builders is stiff 
because the stores and clubs that 
sponsor floats are vying for cash 
and community prestige. 
Eight feet is the standard width 
for floats today, because of street 
conditions 
in 
most 
towns 
and 
cities. 
The longest float Recher 
has ever built was 42 feet. 
The Recher company makes bo 
pretense about obtaining beauti­

“ Natural fibers,” the specialists 
continued, “ are taking on a

look and new qualities. Due to new 
finishes 'applied to them, 
novelty 
weaves and yarn structures, meth­ 
ods of sewing, pressing and clean­ 
ing are changing.” 
Even the home sewing machine 
is changing—in appearance a n d 
construction.

between 
straight, slant and swing needles 
and about built-in versus separate 
attachments. 
Cleaning and stiffening m aterials 
for specific uses—and even wash­ 
ing machines and clothes driers are 
causing hom emakers to ask ques­ 
tions about effects on clothes and 
fabrics.

the specialists report, "A study of 
county annual reports shows that 
women are becoming more inter­

Nearly 6 0 0 Half-Century Ago 
CHICAGO UP- — Fifty years ago sons were seated, and more than 
this week newspaper readers read 200 stood in the aisles, at a mat- 
a story that seemed incredible, 
It was the story of a fire that 
snuffed out the lives of almost 600 
women, children and men in a 
matter of minutes in the new, | 
“ fireproof’ Iroquois Theater. 
The disaster touched off a chain 
reaction in the United States and 
Europe. It gave a hot spur to a 
movement that brought new safety 
regulaions and theater safeguards 
Among them are quick-opening I 
vents over stages and automatic 
sprinklers, reinforced asbestos or 
metal fire curtains, flame-resist­ 
ing scenery, emergency lighting 
systems, and exit doors that are 
plainly marked and open outward. 
If the Iroquois had had these 
safeguards, and had them in work­ 
ing order, one of the greatest trag­ 
edies of the 20th Century would not 
have played there. 
The theater, on Randolph St. in 
Chicago’s Loop, was jammed that 
day—Dec. 30, 1903.

When talk of Lausche circulated 
in advance of the party’s Chicago 
convention last year, the Ohio ex­ 
ecutive disclaimed national ambi­ 
tions. He has reiterated that stand, 
but with less frequency of late. 
Recent issues of at least two 
widely read magazines touted Lau­ 
sche as a man the Democrats can’t 
ignore at their 1956 national con­ 
vention despite his occasional dis­ 
play of party organization inde­ 
pendence. 
The 58-year-old Lausche, first 
Ohioan to seek a fifth term as 
governor, has a big stake in the 
Atlanta meeting. 
Backed by the Governors Confer­ 
ence, Lausche fought for a new tax 
on trucks to get more money for 
highways the big vehicles beat up. 
The last 
Republican - controlled 
Legislature enacted the tax over 
objections of a truck lobby and 
earmarked the revenue for arterial 
highways. 
Republican sponsors called it an 
axle-mile tax. It applies to trucks 
with more than two axles. Since 
last Oct. I, it has cost truckers 
from one-half to 2Va cents a mile 
to use Ohio highways, depending 
on the number of axles on their 
j rigs. 
The axle-mile levy is called a 
third-structure tax because it is in 
addition to the usual gasoline and 
license fees applied by the various 
states. Lausche reported that 36 
states have some form of third- 
structure tax, 23 of them taking 
into account vehicular weight and 
distance traveled. 
But other states objected to the 
new- Ohio tax. 
They said 
Ohio 
should include it in reciprocity 
agreements. 
These 
agreements 
provide tax 
exemption 
in 
other 
states for truckers who pay the 
various fees and taxes of their 
home state. 
Lausche and the new' Ohio reci­ 
procity board refused to exempt 
out of state trucks from Ohio’s 
axle-mile tax. That kicked up a 
storm which Lausche blamed on 
the truckers.
